It must be paid, and the 
only means by which it con be paid is to 
raise the sum needed by taxation. The only 
means by which a public debt can ever be 
paid is by taxation. The action of the Com- 
mon Council in reducing the rate of taxation 
from 15 to 10 mills was, in fact, a loan to the 
citizens of one-thirdof the city revenues 
18 months, the City Government in the 
meantime being obliged to borrow that sum 
in the market upon the best terms it could.

OUR TARIFF PLANK. 

Because the Tariff question is referred by 
the Cineipnat: platform to the various Con- 
gressional Districts, to be settled by each, in 
nominating ite Congressman, according to 
the sentiment of its people, after public dis- 
cussion, the Grant press attempt to decry 
this clear and plain platform as one of jag- 
glery and fraud.
